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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument in response to rejection of claims 1-25 is 
not persuasive. Claims 1-25 as finally rejected are not allowable over the prior arts USPN 6,803,127 to Su, USPN 6,791,256 to Nishizawa, USPN 
5,321,102 to Loy and USPN 6,762,553 to Yokogawa. Loy discloses moisture absorbing layer comprising porous silica. Yokogawa discloses porous 
silica being light transparent. Hence combined teachings of Su, Nishizawa, Loy and Yokogawa disclose the limitations as claimed in claim 1 and hence 
the rejection stands. The Examiner submits how the transparency of silica is maintained for a long time is beyond the scope of the claims. 

The Examiner notes that Applicant's response to objection to claims 1 and 14 is persuasive and hence objection to claims I and 14 has been withdrawn.
